The extraordinary labor caused by the State tax sale has 
delayed the report for the fiscal year, ending upon Septem- 
ber 30, 1885, which is now presented for your consideration. 

TRUST FUNDS. 

The condition of these several funds, and the money trans- 
action of each for the year, are shown in the tables submitted 
with this report. {Pages 17 to 25.) 

The Common School Fund was made the subject of a 
special report, sent by me to the Legislature of 1835. 

In that report {Senate Document JVo. 37, 1885) I advocated 
the abolition of this fund. 

In the message of the Grovernor just communicated to your 
Honorable Body, the conclusions of the report are approved 
and commended to your attention. To carry them into 
<?xecution requires an amendment to the Constitution, a pro- 
posed form of which is attached to this report. {See Appendix^ 
XVIIL) 

The United States Deposit Fund remains intact but the 
methods of the commissioners in several counties are open 
to serious criticism. 

These methods have been often brought to the attention of 
the predecessors of your Honorable Body, and a former 
Comptroller demonstrated that for a period of thirty years 
the losses upon loans made by the county commissioners 
had annually averaged $29,000. 
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To whatever losses may accrue from this source must be 
added a falling off of revenue, due to the failure of the 
Commissioners of Emigration to pay interest upon the loan 
of $200,000 upon their property.

It should be remembered that the Canal Debt Sinking 
Fund (in which, upon September 30, IS85, were contained 
securities and cash to tiie amount of $4,66.i,188.01) is not 
included among the trust funds. The total amount, there- 
fore, of cash and securities held for the principal funds in 
trust in this department is $13,307,456.59. 



State of the Treasury. 

In the report of last year it was estimated that the actual 
surplus upon September 30, 1885, would be $2,209,416.56. 
By this report it appears that the actual surplus was 
$2,711,144.21, exceeding the estimate by $501,727.66. Thia 
excess is mainly caused by increased corporation — tax 
receipts. State prison earnings and lapsed appropriations. 

For September 30, 1886, the surplus is estimated at 
$2,297,266,57. In the report of last year attention was called 
to the distinction between the actual surplus, so called, and 
the available cash in the Treasury. That distinction does not 
seem to have been regarded by your Honorable Body's pre- 
decessors. The actual suTplus represents the condition of 
the general fund, assuming all valid appropriations to have 
been liquidated and all collections have been made. 

It does not represent an equivalent cash sum. It may exist 
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when the Treasury is empty. It is important that your Hon- 
orable Body should note this distinction, and that members 
and committees, who are specially charged with financial 
legislation, should confer with this department and should 
learn the extent of the immediately available resources of the 
Treasury. Failure to properly appreciate this distinction led 
the Legislature of 1885 to make appropriations {pag^ 35) on 
account of which this department was obliged to pay 
$?, 039,017.63 before the beginrdngof the present fiscal year, 
although these appropriations form part of the basis of the tax 
levy of the present year, which will not be received in the State 
Treasury before April or May, 1886. The above sum, there- 
fore, forms part of the actual surplus of September 30, 1885, 
as does also the further sum of $295,764.78 due from county 
treasurers. 

It is correct to regard their total as part of an actual sur- 
plus, because their sum will eventually be collected, but they 
are not represented by any cash, and should not be made a 
basis in legislative discussion for new appropriations. 

Again, it seems well to urge upon your Honorable Body the 
duty of providing by direct appropriation for whatever 
expenditure may be incurred. The last Legislature did not 
perform this duty. It made no provision whatever for the 
interest on the Niagara Park debt, which will fall due upon 
July first, nor for the $100,000 installment of principal, which 
also falls due on that day. 

I am particular to enforce these matters upon the attention 
of your Honorable Body, because the condition of the State 
finances cannot be declared, as it was in the last annual 
report, to be most gratifying. More thoughtful attention 
must be given to financial questions than was bestowed upon 
them by the Legislature of 1885 In the last annual report, 
as well as in the special report already referred to, I called 
attention to the opportunity offered to reduce direct taxation. 
That opportunity was not improved ; on the contrary, there 
was imposed for the current year a tax of $9,160,405. 11 
{page 32), being nearly one and one-half millions in excess of 
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the levy of the previous year; being also the largest levy 

since 1875, with but two exceptions, and if the one million 

temporary debt incurred last year be added to the levy, the 

total is far larger than that of any tax levy since 1875. 

The question of taxation, always important, may become 

serious. The power to create temporary debt has been 

exhausted. Proceedings have already been taken in behalf 

of the city and county of New York, which, if successful, 

will relieve that county from the payment of a substantial 

part of its quota of the present tax levy. Such a possibility, 

viewed in connection with the fact that the appropriations 

of the last Legislature have already drawn upon that levy 

to an amount exceeding $3,000,000, and with the further 

fact that no new temporary debt can be created, emphasizes 

the duty of economy and care which always rests upon the 

Legislature. 

Debt. 

Setting aside the General Fund debt for Indian annuities, 
the principal of which amounts to but $122,694.87, the State 
debt amounts to $9,339,160, of which $1,000,000 was created 
to provide for the payment of awards made for lands located 
for the State reservation at Niagara, and matures at the rate 
of $100,000 per annum, beginning July 1, 1883. The remain- 
ing $8,839,160 is the canal debt, the last of which matures in 
October, 1893, and which has remained unchanged during 
the year.

The last Legislature, at the request of this department, by 
chapter 245, Laws of 1885, authorized the investment of this 
fund in the public securities of the counties and villages of 
th's State, in addition to the securities previously allowed.

The tax rate for the current year is 2^^ mills, which, 
upon the present valuation of $3,094,731,457, will produce 
$9,160,405.11, to be devoted as follows :

Expenditures for Educational Purposes. 

The report of the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion gives full information concerning the workings of our 
school system. 

For the last fiscal year, the direct school tax produced 
$3, 180,393.90. The total expenditures by the Stat^ for educa- 
tional purposes was $3,622,987.02. {Seepage 27.) The total 
^expenditures, both State and local, for the maintenance of 
public schools was $13,466,367.97. 

Taxes on Corporations. 

The receipts from this tax, for the last year, were estimated 
in the report of 1885 at $1,600,000. The actual receipts were

During the last year the law was amended bj^ chapter 359 
of the Laws of 1885, so as to exempt from its operations 
mining corporations mining ores within this State. The 
eflFect of this amendment will be to diminish receipts to the 
extent of perhaps $5,000 a year. 

The law was also amended by chapter 601 of the Laws of 
1F85, which was transmitted to the Legislature from this 
department as part of a special report {Senate Document 49, 
1885), in which report the nature and probable effects of this 
enactment are set forth. That forecast is still believed to be 
accurate. 

The immediate effect of the law was to increase revenue by 
causing a settlement of various controversies. Its final effect, 
so far as present indications reveal it, will be to attract com- 
panies here to do business, and thus to swell the revenue by 
increasing the list of taxpayers. 

For the present year the decreased earnings of the larger 
railroads may cause a falling off in the receipts from this tax. 
It is, therefore, estimated at $1,600,000. Moreover, there 
have been during the last five years a few cases of large 
overpayments, by companies whose dividends, upon which 
they paid, were earned prior to the date upon which the law 
went into operation. Companies making such overpayments 
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are entitlf^d to credit for the excess. {People v. The Albany 
Ins, Co,^ 92 JSr. Z., p, 458.) They will, therefore, pay little or 
nothing during the current year, and hence diminish the 
receipts. 

The effect of recent legislation, as well as of judicial deci- 
sions, has been to wipe out nearly all resistance to the 
collection of this tax. One or two exceptions, however, 
should be noted and commended to the special attention of 
your Honorable Body. 

One of these exceptions is the case of the People v. The 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 

This company's first report of dividends and appraisements 
to this department was received November 20, 1880, by my 
predecessor, Comptroller Wadsworth. In that report the 
company's capital stock was said to be $41,073,410, upon 
which an eight per cent dividend had been paid. It was also 
stated that the capital paid in for works in this State was 
$^47,479.43, but that the cost of poles and wires in this State 
was $547,47$).43, and that the taxable capital was nothing. 

Thereupon correspondence ensued, and upon January 14, 
1881, the company paid a tax based on '' the cost of works 
in the State," as already given. 

The tax thus paid amounted to $1,094.95. The company's 
report for 1831 was received by my predecessor. Comptroller 
Davenport, upon January 17, 1882. It stated the company's 
capital to be eighty millions, on which a dividend of six per 
per cent had been paid. It also stated that the amount paid 
In for works in this State was $334, "233, 79. The department 
declined to receive this report without explanation. At the 
same time the company's real estate in New York city alone 
was valued at $2,082,000, and its personalty at $547,479. On 
February 13, 1^582, the company sent its check for $1,281, to 
pay the tax on the basis given by it in its report. The 
department declined to receive the check in payment, but 
applied it on account. In 1882 the company made a report 
on substantially the same basis as that made by them in 18SL 
Thereupon Comptroller Davenport, considering these succes 
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sive reports, and the company's line of conduct, as evasions 
of the law, placed the account of the State against the com- 
pany in the hands of the Attorney General upon December 
14, 1882. Suit was brought, the case was tried before the 
Hon. Samuel Hand, as referee, and upon September 28, 1883, 
judgment was rendered for $179,371.13. Prom this judgmf^nt 
the company appealed, but it was affirmed by the Greneral 
Term of the Supreme Court, and later by the Court of 
Appeals, upon whose affirmance final judgment was entered 
upon April 10, 1885. 

Shortly after its affirmance by the Court of Appeals I trans- 
mitted to the Legislature the act, chapter 501 o/^ the Laws of 
1885, and the special report already referred to. This act 
expressly provided that no part of it should so operate as to 
release or otherwise afffect any judg^nent. At the time of its 
transmission to the Legislature the company made a stipula- 
tion in writing with the State, by the terms of which it bound 
itself, upon the passage of the act just referred to, to waive 
whatever right it might possess of resorting to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and also to pay the judgment in 
full within ten days after the passage of the bill. The bill 
became a law June 13, 1885, but the company did not pay 
the judgment, or any part of it, within the ten days. On 
July 29, 1885, the company paid $)0,8l9upon the judgment. 

Upon the same day it paid the taxes of 1832, 1883 and 1884 
(which were not included in the judgment, but were included 
in the stipulation), as the same had been settled and fixed, 
upon the reduced basis provided for in section 14 of chapter 
601, already referred to. The balance of said judgment 
remainc* unpaid, and upon the tenth day of December last, 
after repeated efforts to collect it by other means had failed, 
execution was issued by the Attorney General, at the request 
of this department. The -amount due upon the judgment is 
at present about $132,000. It is not possible, under the Code 
of Civil Procedure in its present form, to assist an execution 
against a domestic corporation by supplementary proceed- 
ings, either during the pendency of such execution or after 
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its return. In this respect such corporations enjoy an immu- 
nity which is not accorded to private individuals. 

Perhaps it is just that they should enjoy such immunity, 
but it is not right that such exemption should operate to the 
prejudice of the people of the State that grants the franchise. 
I. therefore, submit herewith to your Honorable Body an 
amendment to the Code of Civil Procedure {Sohedule XIX\ 
which should be speedily passed, and which will give the 
right in all actions, where the people are plaintiflfs, to resort 
to supplementary proceedings, after judgment has been rend- 
ered and execution ^issued. This judgment should be paid. 
Justice to the numerous corporations which complied with the 
law, while this company was seeking to evade it, demands 
such payment. The interests of the public treasury demand 
such payment. The good faith of the stipulation demands it. 

What has been here said of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company applies to the Q-old and Stock Telegraph Company, 
against which corporation the claim of the State is much 
ginaller. The Horn Silver Mining Company, and one or two- 
smaller corporations of the same class, are resisting the 
enforcement of the law, but without rational or hopeful 
defense, to the State's demands. 

Suggestions for Legislation. 

It has already seemed to me necessary to speak plainly 
concerning the manner in which the Legislature of 1885 
performed some parts of its dut.y. 

The manner also in which that body permitted important 
financial measures to assame imperfect or impracticable form 
should be avoided by its successors. The Niagara Park bill, 
which appropriated over a million and a half, contained sa 
many incongruities that its execution was difficult and might 
have been impossible. The act establidhing a Forest Com- 
mission {chapter 283, Laws 1885), provides in section 7, that 
'^ all lands now owned or which may hereafter be acquired 
by the State of New York," within fourteen counties named 
In said section, "shall constitute and be known as the forest 
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preserve,^^ Section 8 provides that ''the lands now or here- 
after constituting the forest preserve shall be forever kept as 
wild forest lands. They shall not be sold." Section 9 gives 
the custody and control of the for-st preserve to the Forest 
Commission. This act must be amended. Among the four- 
teen counties are several — notably Greene, Ulster and Sul- 
livan — in which are lands belonging to the State that have 
been acquired by foreclosure. Such lands are in no sense 
forest lands, and the power to dispose of them should be 
renewed. In its present form the statute seems to declare 
that the Normal school at New Paltz, and the military build- 
ings at Kingston, as well as any city property in any one of 
the fourteen counties, must be forever kept as a wild forest. 
Moreover, there is danger of a conflict of jurisdiction between 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, the Forest 
Commission and the Adjutant-General. 

Another act which needs perfecting is chapter 499 of the 
Laws of 1 885, which provides for placing electrical conductors 
under ground in cities whose population exceeds 500,000, 
and which also provides for a commission Under this act 
the commissioners are to receive salaries, and their expenses 
are to be paid by the Comptroller of the State. There is, 
however, no appropriation in the bill, and, furth^-rmore, 
although the Comptroller is authorized lo assess and collect 
from the various telegraph, telephone and and other electrical 
companies the amount of the salaries and expenses, no suf- 
ficient power is conferred upon him, nor is any penalty 
imposed upon the companies for non-compliance with the 
law or with any demand that the Comptroller may make 
upon them. The commissioners' salaries and expenses 
therefore cannot be, and have not been, paid because certain 
companies, among them the Western Union, refuse to make 
returns of their mileage, upon which r^^turn any assessment 
must necessarily be based. This department will not pay 
such salaries and expenses out of the public treasury. 
Unless, therefore, your Honorable Body so amends this law 
iis to make the salaries and expenses of the commission

payable out of the proceeds of an assessment upon the com- 
panies, at the same time providing for the collection of such 
an assessment, the prospect is that the law will be entirely 
ineflfectual. The act was passed ostensibly to carry out the 
provisions oi chapter 5J4 of the Laws of 1884, which pro 
vided that the wires of such companies should be placed 
under ground before November 1, 1885, in cities having a 
population of over five hundred thousand. Whether the 
policy indicated in these two laws shall prevail or be 
abandoned is not for this department to determine. But 
it is the duty of this department, as well as of your Honorable 
Body, to see to it that this imperfect legislation be not made 
a basis for claims against the State for services not rendered 
to the State. 

Again, as one year ago, I commend to legislative attention 
the contrast between the greatness of the State and the 
slender resources of many citizens. 

In framing laws and devising policies, while we should not 
forget the magnitude of the commonwealth, nor the variety 
of its interests, we must first bear in mind the welfare of that 
multitude, the horizon of whose hopes is ever contracted. 
Upon these, insignificant as their short and simple annals 
may seem, rests the commonwealth, with all its grandeur, 
and all its future. They bear the substance of its burdens, 
evading nothing, complaining little, enduring much, if our 
duty to them is well done, the State is safe.

Sir. — In conapliance with chapter 346 of the Laws of 1859, 1 have 
the honor to report to you as therein provided, that the amount of 
salt inspected on the Salt Springs Reservation of Onondaga for the 
fiscal year ending the thirtietli day of September last, was six millions 
seven hundred fifty-nine thousand seven hundred eighty-nine bushels, 
and the duties received thereon sixty-seven thousand five hundred and 
ninety-eight and seventy one-hundredths dollars. There was also 
received the further sum of ninety-seven and fifty one-hundredths 
dollars for rents and penalties, making the total sum of sixty-seven 
thousand six hundred and ninety-six and twenty one-hundredths 
dollars. The amount expended during the same period was sixty-four 
thousand one hundred and fifty-three and thirty-seven one-hundredths 
dollars, showing a surplus of three thousand tiv.e hundred forty-two 
and eighty-three one-hundredths dollars. 

In accordance with the same law, I estimate the expenses for the 
coming year the sum of sixty-four thousand and twenty-nine and 
seventy-four one-hundredths dollars. Last year I estimated the 
amount necessary for the reservation at sixty-two thousand two hun- 
dred dollars, but realized only sixty thousand dollars. 

This report shows absolute expenditures beyond the amount then 
estimated of eighteen hundred twenty-nine and seventy-four one- 
hundredths dollars. 

The amount I now estimate for the coming fiscal year, as stated 
above, is as small as I dare estimate at this distance of time, to run 
and maintain in a. proper manner, the works under my charge, the 
coming fiscal year. For a better understanding of the details of this 
report, see the tables appended hereto, all of which is respectfully 
submitted.

Resolved (if the Senate concur), That section one of article nine 
of the Constitution be amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. The capital of the Literature Fund and the capital of 
the United States Deposit Fund shall be respectively preserved invio- 
late. The revenue of the said Literature Fund shall be applied to the 
support of academies. So soon after January first in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, as good judgment may 
dictate, the Comptroller shall convert the capital of the Common 
School Fund into cash, which shall be paid into the treasury, and be 
applied in reduction of direct taxation. (Seepage 6.)

AN ACT to amend Section Two Thousand Four Hundred and

§ 2463. This article does not apply, where the judgment debtor 
is a corporation created by or under the laws of the State or a foreign 
corporation specified in section 1812 of this act, except in those 
actions or special proceedings brought by or against the People of the 
btate. Nor does it authorize the seizure of, or other interference 
with, an^ property which is expressly exempt by law from levy and 
sale by virvf.ue of an execution ; or any money, thing in action, or 
other property; held in trust for a judgment debtor, where the trust 
has been created bv,^v>r the fund so held in trust has proceeded 
from a person other'than tWe^jiidgment debtor; or the earnings of the 
judgment debtor for his personal servTIXC^rendered within sixty days, 
next before the institution of the 8peci!Wj^«^®^^"g5 where it is 
made to appear, by his oath or otherwise, tSllL^*^^^® earnings are

§ 2. This act shall take effect immediately. (See pc^lt}^'^ 
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
